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Bike  Code  Requires  Permits 


SCATTERED  BIKES — A campus  littered  with  bicycles  on 
sidewalks,  steps,  ramps  and  grass  will  be  the  unseen  sight 
at  Brigham  Young  University  next  year.  The  newly-drafted 
and  approved  bike  code  will  require  students  to  buy  a $1 
permit  and  abide  by  a set  of  rules. 

Con’f  Accept  IOC’s  Status. 


Regulations  Take  Effect  in  Fall, 
Require  $ J Campus  Bike  Permit 

Every  student  and  employee  of  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity will  be  required  to  buy  a $1  bicycle  permit  before  bring- 
ing bicycles  onto  campus  at  the  beginning  of  school  next  fall. 

The  permit  rule,  part  of  a bicycle  code  formulated  by  a 
committee  of  seven,  requires  that  a'  metal  tag  issued  by  the 
Security  Dept,  when  the  permit  is  purchased  be  securely  fas- 
tened to  the  rear  portion  of  the  bicycle  seat. 

ANY  EIMPLOYEE  or  student  operating  a bicycle  on  cam* 
pus  without  a permit  and  a tag  will  be  subject  to  a $1  fine.  A 
second  violation  will  cost  $2  and  a third  violation,  $3. 

Any  student  with  more  than  three  violations  during  a 
school  semester  or  summer  school  period  will  be  required  to 
report  to  the  University  Standards  Committee  for  action. 
Members  of  the  faculty  and  staff  with  more  than  three  viola- 
tions will  be  referred  to  the  vice  president  responsible  for  uni- 
versity security. 

APPLICATION  FOR  a permit  must  be  made  before  the 
bike  is  brought  on  campus.  The  non-transferable  permit  and 
tag  will^e  effective  as  long  as  the  permittee  is  the  owner  of 
the  bicycle  and  complies  with,  the  provisions  of  the  bike  code. 
Whenever  there  is  a change  of  bicycle  or  ownership  of  a bi- 
cycle, thfe  old  tag  must  be  removed  and  brought  to  the  security 
office  before  a new  one  will  be  issued. 

The  bicycle  code  points  out  that  the  regulations  will  be  in 
effect  at  all  times.  Bikes  may  be  ridden  any  place  where  cars 
are  allowed,  on  any  sidewalk  be-

Christensen  Resigns  Justice  Post 


Inter-Organizational  Court 
was  without  a chief  justice  this 
week  following  the  resignation 
of  Craig  Christensen,  Lehi,  for- 
mer chief  justice. 

CHRISTENSEN  submitted 
letter  of  resignation  to  IOC 
president  Scott  Fisher,  following 
a controversy  with  the  Associat- 
ed Brigham  Young  University 
Students’  Supreme  Court,  over 
jurisdiction. 

The  ASBYU  Supreme  Court 
had  accepted  a petition  by  the 
Oregon  Club  to  review  an  IOC 
Court  decision.  In  taking  juris- 
diction in  the  Oregon  Club  mat- 


ter the  supreme  court  in  effect 
placed  the  IOC  organization  un- 
der studeritbddy  government 
jurisdiction. 

Following  is  part  of  the  text 
of  Christensen’s  letter  of  resig- 
nation: 

“AS  YOU  are  well  aware,  our 
court  has  in  the  past  several 
weeks  beCome  involved  in  a con- 
troversy concerning  the  status 
of  IOC  in  regard  to  the  student- 
body  government,  at  large.  I 
have  maintained  that  IOC  is  now 
independent  and  that  its  position 
should  not  be  changed  without 
an  amendment  to  the  ASBYU 


Student  President  Backs 
Supreme  Court  in  Stand 


Only  the  ASBYU  Supreme 
Court  has  the  right  to  interpret

cording to  student  president  Rex 
Lee. 

A QUESTION  OF  jurisdiction 
has  arisen  during  court  proceed- 
ings with  the  Oregon.  Club. 
Found  guilty  of  contempt  of 
court  by  the  Inter-Organization 
Council  court,  the  Oregon  Club 
appealed  to  the  ASBYU  Su- 
preme Court  and  thus  brought 
up  the  query,  “Does  the  Su- 
preme Court  Jiave  jurisdiction 
over  the  IOC  court?”  IOC  claims 
the  constitution  does  not  grant 
that  power  to  the  supreme  court. 

Lee  agreed  that  the  question 
is  one  of  jurisdiction  and  claim- 
ed that  the  supreme  court  does 
have  the  right  to  hear  an  appeal 
from  the  IOC  court. 

“REGARDLESS  OF  what  any- 
one’s opinion  may  be  as  to  what 
the  constitution  says,  the  only 
group  which  has  the  right  to 
say  whether  the  constitution 
grants  a certain  power  or  not  is 
the  supreme  court.  As  chief  ex- 
ecutive of  the  studentbody,  it  is 
my  obligation  to  support  them  in 
the  decision,”  Lee  stated.

“THE  PAST  week  has  brought 
this  controversy  to  its  final  cul- 
mination. As  you  know,  the 
ASBYU  Supreme  Court  has 
found  the  IOC  Court  guilty  of 
“faulty  and  ill-considered  ju- 
dicial administration,”  and  re- 
manded the  case  of  the  Oregon 
Club  vs.  Inter  - Organization 
Council  back  to  our  court  for 
re-trial.  Subsequent  to  this  de- 
cision it  became  my  considered 
obligation  to  petition  the  coordi- 
nator of  student  organizations  to 
execute  our  sent«ice  against  the 
Oregon  Club,  and  thus  sustain 
the  judicial  independence  of  this 
court. 

Unfortunately  the  coordinator 
has  elected  to  uphold  the  verdict 
and  order  of  the  ASBYU  tri- 
bunal, thus  making  IOC’s  stu- 
dentbody organization  an  accom- 
plished fact.

The  Juab  High  School  Wasps 
won  their  second  consecutive 
state  Class  B championship  at 
George  Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse 
Saturday  as  they  coasted  past

IT  WAS  the  first  time  in  11 
years  that  a Class  B school  has 
taken  two  straight  titles.
